Fire costs the United States thou- 


sands of lives and about a billion 
dollars damage every year, the con- 
ference reports. 
TVith due 
fore- 


thought most of this damage could 
be eliminated. 


"Among the primary causes of 


fires, particularly in village and ru- 
ral homes, and wholly apart from 
such tokens of careless housekeep- 
ing as greasy walls and floors in 
kitchens, are flimsy roofs of highly 
inflammable 
material, 
neglected, 


warped, cracked or poorly construct- 
chimneys, and inadequate planning 
and insulation of pipes, flues, heat- 
ing- and cooking devices," reads a 
bulletin of the conference. 


Plans Pay 


"In all of these instances the haz- 


ards can be reduced, promptly and 
at little expenditure for materials 
ar.d labor, by the intelligent use of 
building materials. 


"However, it is to be emphasized 
that use of materials, howsoever in- 
telligent, may be of little or no avail 
if other precautions, notably those 
pertaining to house plans, are not 
taken. Such plans, authorities say, 
should look to providing ample pro- 
tection beiTreen combustibles and 
heating or cooking -units, correct 
placing of doors and lanes of traffic 
between various parts of the house, 
the sealing of hollow spaces, and 
other provisions looking not only to 
prevention of fires but to their con- 
trol when once started."' 


Keep Cellar Clean 


Even in. ths cities spontaneous 


combustion is the cause of many 
fires. Damp cellars in which coal, 
rags, wood and waste are stored are 
likely places for this type of fire 
to star;. Keep your cellar dry by 
waterproofing it, and have adequate 
storage room for everything kept in 
it.

BLAMES HEREDITY 


FOR WRONG-DOING 


York—M3)— Three hundred 


and fifty-two pairs of peculiar twins 
tabulated in eugenical news, point to 
heredity as a major cause of -wrong- 
doing. 


Their peculiarity is mental disor- 


ders, from crime to epilepsy, affect- 
ing at least one in every pair. The 
tabulation is by Dr. Aaron J. Ros- 
anoff of Los Angeles. Only the table 
is given, without discussion. 


It shows two kinds of tain.?, iden- 
tical'' and ordinary. Among the iden- 
ticals the proportion of both exhib- 
iting- disorders is overwhelming: It is 
seven or more times greater than 
among- the ordinary twins. 


Identical rwins are the nearest 


known human approach to the like- 
ness of "two peas in a pod." By an 
accident of birth, their heredity is 
likely to be about as nearly identical 
as if they were one person. 


Ordinary twins are nearly as dis- 


tinct in the origin of their heredi- 
tary traits as two children of the 
same mother born at •oiffemt times. 


The tabulated disorders are 
be- 


havior problems in childhood, adult 
crime, juvenile delinquency, mental 
deficiency, epilepsy, dementia, prae- 
cox and manic-depressive psyfehoses. 


Among the male identical twins 


both are affected in 66 cases, against 
nine pairs with only one involved. In 
female identicals both are delin- 
q.uent in 50 cases against six. 


Among ordinary twins only about 


half the pairs show both members 
affected. 
Male twins are a little 


worse than females in the tendency 
for both to so

A strong case has been made lor 


jsome time past by the evidence pro- 
duced before the Wisconsin Public 
Service Commission ia the matter or 
Jhe reduction of public utility rates. 


Those vcho have followed this evi- 


ilence as well as various proposals 
made in our legislative halls in the near 
"past concerning the basic rule for fig- 
uring public utility rates will come, 
we believe, to the conclusion that our 
laws concerning the method of fixing 
these rates are fundamentally sound 
and when put into the hands of capa- 
ble, vigilant men for execution must 
result ia a rate schedule, fair and just, 
Jo the people and the utility alike. 


-Wise beyond any credit ever given 


to it in the most fulsome flatter}- was 
the decision of the supreme court of 
the United States that public utilities 
j**ere subject to regulation by the peo- 
ple but were entitled to a reasonable 
rate upon the fair value o£ the property 
devoted to the public service, leaving 
In the hands of the people the struc- 
ture empowered to handle and decide 
the disputes that the years ysill al- 
jvays develop. 


That permits the necessary, the es- 


jsential, elasticity. If the cost of labor 
and material goes up the value of 
the utility property is likewise en- 
hanced because it would cost that . 
intich more to reproduce it. K, as at 
present, the cost of labor and material 
jetties to low levels, the utility proper- 
ty is likewise 01 less value., and there- 
Jore entitled to earn less. 
- ffhis country wears BO suit p£-armor/^ 
fio strait-jacket. There is preserved for 
ithe utility the same enhancement of 
yaltie that is common to all property 
on a rising market 
There is pre- 


"served for the people the same benefit 
in reduced rates that invariably accom- 
panies a sinking market. That is plain 
justice. 


So much for theory. Th'e actual dif- 


ficulty is not in our rules but in their 
application and enforcement. 


ISTo one expects to disturb the rate 


Schedules because of mere sudden or 
temporary changes in market values, 
It is evident that we are living under 
conditions in relation to values that 
can be called neither sudden nor tem- 
porary.' 


As values went up the utilities were 


iiot permitted to take immediate ad- 
.vantage of them. As values have gone 
down it has been impossible to act 
.with that dispatch which would get the 
immediate advantage to the people. 


As utilities cannot increase their 


rates without the consent of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission neither can 
they be decreased without evidence to 
justify it. 


The processes ci government in this 


respect have brought to us means and 
methods slow and awkward appearing 
at femes, unsatisfactory to the nervous 
and impatient, but, measured by a dec- 
ade or a generation clear and just in 
their restats. 


The question SGTT is not whether, in 


general, utility rates srust drop. That 
is too clear for imca arguinezt. The 
extent of the redaction, and :ts appli- 
cation to various classes of the sen-ice 
are all that retrain.
